SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  State  Assessors  have  completed  the  revaluation  of  all 
property  in  the  Town.  We  trust  that  any  previous  inequities  have 
been  eliminated.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  cost  to  date  of  the 
revaluation  is  $25,746  instead  of  the  anticipated  $40,000. 

Taxpayers  are  again  reminded  that  they  must  complete  and 
return  their  inventory  forms  by  April  15th  or  lose  the  right  of  tax 
appeal  for  the  current  year. 

A  number  of  Town  Departments,  due  to  inflation,  exceeded 
their  budgets  but  the  over-all  Town  Budget  ended  with  a  surplus  of 

$21,265. 

Certain  changes  in  Town  operating  procedures  have  been  im- 
plemented in  order  to  insure  a  more  efficient  and  economical  man- 
agement of  Town  affairs.  A  5  man  Safety  Board  has  been  created  to 
advise  the  Selectmen  with  respect  to  the  operation  of  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments. 

Renovation  work  continued  on  the  Town  Hall  with  the  ad- 
dition of  a  new  Fire  Exit,  the  installation  of  a  new  water  pump, 
tank  and  controls  as  well  as  a  number  of  fire  safety  improvements. 

We  want  to  thank  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Deer- 
ing  Historical  Society  for  the  landscaping  around  the  Town  Hall 
and  the  erection  of  the  Town  Sign  on  the  common.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

For  the  past  few  years  the  demand  on  the  Department  for  its 
services  has  been  on  the  increase  each  suceeding  year.  This  year 
the  Department  dealt  with  approximately  60  percent  more  calls  than 
in  1980.  Contributing  to  these  calls  was  an  increase  in  juvenile  cases, 
criminal  investigations  and  complaints. 

During  the  year  of  1982,  the  members  of  the  Department  will 
be  attending  certification  classes  as  required  by  newly  enacted  legis- 
lation. These  classes  are  being  conducted  under  the  authority  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and  Training  Council  in  an 
effort  to  maintain  quality  and  efficiency  among  the  part  time  de- 
partments. 

Response  to  the  request  of  vacant  home  notification  was  very  good 
in  1981.  For  those  that  haven't  notified  the  Department  (464-3600), 
please  take  a  couple  of  minutes  to  do  so  the  next  time  your  home 
is  going  to  be  vacant.  If  we  have  this  information,  we  can  take  a 
closer  look  at  your  home  during  patrol.  This  helps  to  reduce  the 
chances  of  vandalism  and  burglary.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  importance  of  wetlands  in  the  biological  and  physical  en- 
vironments is  better  understood  today  than  it  was  in  1954  when  the 
U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  completed  its  first  Wetland  Inventory. 
As  part  of  the  new  National  Wetland  Inventory  currently  being 
compiled,  the  Wildlife  Service  has  issued  a  Status  Report  on  the 
nation's  wetlands,  indicating  how  they  have  changed  since  the  1950's. 
Keeping  in  mind  its  mandate  to  oversee  and  protect  this  delicate 
resource,  the  Deering  Conservation  Committee  along  with  other 
N.H.  Conservation  Commissions,  considers  the  preparation  of  an 
accurate  map  and  evaluation  of  wetlands  its  first  priority.  A  soils- 
map  of  the  town  was  the  first  step.  Having  completed  this  soils 
map  in  late  summer,  representatives  of  the  Hillsborough  County 
Soils  Conservation  Service  met  with  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
C.  C.  to  present  the  maps  and  instruct  in  their  use.  Witli  the  sub- 
sequent purchase  of  two  sets  of  these  maps,  the  Commission  has 
begun  the  preparation  of  an  accurate  Wetlands  Inventory  for  the 
Town  of  Deering. 

Co-ordinating  efforts,  the  Deering  Historical  Society  and  the 
C.  C.  embarked  on  a  town  beautification  project.  With  the  advice 
of  the  director  of  the  America  the  Beautiful  Fund,  the  horticultural 
consultant  from  the  Hillsboro  County  Extension  Service  and  other 
professionals,  the  following  suggestions  were  implemented:  Planters 
for  the  front  of  the  Town  Hall;  evergreen  trees  planted  in  front 
of  and  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall;  250  Dutch  tulip  bulbs  planted 
around  the  monument  and  flag  pole  by  the  Cub  Scouts  (Project 
SOAR)  under  the  direction  of  John  Thyng.  Spring  plans  include 
preparing  a  section  of  the  Hotel  Lot  for  a  plant  nursery  and  con- 
structing an  herb  garden  next  to  the  library. 

To  encourge  in  our  young  people  a  sensitivity  to  ecological 
concerns,   the   Commission   each  year  sponsors  one   student  for   the 
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SPNHF  Conservation  Camp.  Elaine  Greene,  the  participant  in 
1981,  reported  that  she  benefited  from  her  experiences  at  camp  both 
in  school  work  and  in  leisure  activities. 

The  Commission's  annual  Clean-Up-Day  was  held  in  May,  and 
during  July  approximately  42  people  gathered  at  the  Deering  Com- 
munity Church  for  a  Pot-Luck  Supper  and  shde  program  on  Acid 
Rain  presented  by  Kris  Peterson,  Warner,  director  (at  the  time) 
of  the  N.H.  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions. 

The  Commission  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  John  Thyng 
as  a  replacement  for  Betsy  Neville-Bright  who  resigned.

DEERING  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1981  has  been  a  year  of  significant  improvement  and  upgrading 
for  the  Fire  Department. 

The  Pumper,  purchased  from  the  Henniker  Fire  Department 
has  been  placed  in  service  at  the  Old  County  Road  Station  and  is 
functioning  very  well  as  Deering's  primary  attack  truck. 

The  pumper  that  was  in  service  at  the  Old  County  Road  Sta- 
tion is  now  at  McAlister  Station  along  with  the  government  surplus 
tanker. 

McAlister  Station  has  been  completed.  The  efforts  and  time  of 
fire  fighters  and  citizens  throughout  the  Town  was  of  significant 
value  and  greatly  appreciated.  The  station  v/ill  be  partly  solar 
heated.  The  materials  have  been  purchased  within  the  appropriated 
budget  and  will  be  installed  when  weather  permits. 

The  Old  Highway  Shed  next  to  the  Town  Hall  has  been  in- 
sulated and  heating  equipment  is  presently  being  installed  which 
will  be  adequate  for  year  round  use  and  will  be  completed  later 
this  spring.  All  work  has  been  done  with  volunteer  labor,  at  min- 
imal cost  to  the  Town. 

We  have  begun  to  upgrade  our  communications  during  1981, 
in   addition    to   tax    appropriation.    Money   was   raised    and    donated 
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by  the  Fire  Department.  A  grant  of  $1,000  was  also  received  from 
the  State. 

The  Deering  Fire  Dept.  has  applied  to  the  Insurance  Services 
Office  of  N.H.  for  a  change  of  rating  classification  from  10-F  to  9E. 
Acceptance  has  been  assured.  The  changed  rating  will  be  a  marked 
savings  in  Fire  Insurance  Premiums  for  all  insurers,  within  3  miles 
of  any  fire  station. 

1981  has  been  a  year  of  extensive  training  by  Fire  Dept.  mem- 
bers. Eleven  members  have  completed  extensive  schooling,  passed 
through  practical  and  written  tests,  to  become  New  Hampshire 
State  Certified  Fire  Fighters.  Deering  presently  has  three  certi- 
fied municipal  instructors  and  one  State  instructor.  An  additional 
nine  Fire  Fighters  are  attending  school  endeavoring  to  become  certi- 
fied Fire  Fighters.  We  also  have  eight  Fire  Dept.  members  enrolled 
in  Emergency  Medical  Technician  School.  After  completion  of  the 
course  we  will  be  assisting  the  Hillsboro  and  Weare  Rescue  Squads 
as  necessary. 

We  are  well  on  our  way  towards  our  goal  to  build  an  effective 
small  town  Fire  Department  which  everyone  in  Town  can  be  proud 
of,  participate  in  and  depend  upon  in  the  most  cost  effective  manner.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

1981  was  not  a  busy  year  in  terms  of  subdivisions.  Due  to  a 
sluggish  economy  only  5  applications  were  presented  and  only  three 
of  those  went  to  final  approval  during  1981.  Three  new  lots  were 
created. 

The  State  Legislature  passed  new  laws  detailing  how  planning 
boards  must  handle  subdivisions  after  September  1981.  Our  board 
had  to  rewrite  some  of  our  regulations  and  draft  new  forms  and 
notification  procedures  to  comply  with  the  new  law.  The  general 
thrust  of  the  legislation  is  to  insure  that  anyone  affected  by  a 
subdivision,  whether  they  be  an  abutter,  a  resident  of  the  town,  or 
a  resident  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  will  have  the  opportunity 
to  be  informed  about  a  subdivision  from  the  time  the  application 
is  accepted  until  the  completion  of  the  subdivision  process.  Abutters 
of  proposed  subdivisions  are  urged  to  attend  the  meeting  at  which 
an  application  will  be  accepted  in  order  to  help  the  board  determine 
the  accuracy  of  the  technical  content  of  the  plans  regarding  bound- 
aries,   etc.    In    addition,    any    concerned    citizen   is    welcome    at    this 
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meeting  so  they  will  be  better  able  to  make  informed  comments  at 
the  public  hearing. 

We  hope  the  Town  Plan  will  be  adopted  in  the  first  quarter  of 
1982.  The  plan  will  help  the  Planning  Board  be  consistent  when  it 
views  the  merits  of  a  subdivision  and  it  will  help  potential  sub- 
dividers  to  better  understand  the  limitations  of  the  Town's  resources. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  each 
month  (except  August)  at  7:30  P.M.  in  the  Town  Hall.  V^isitors  are 
always  welcome,  in  fact  we  need  the  opinions  of  our  fellow  resi- 
dents so  we  will  truly  reflect  the  desires  of  our  townspeople.

The  Commission  hopes  to  be  able  to  continue  to  serve  the  needs 
of  its  member  municipalities  in  the  future  and  appreciates  the  past 
support  of  its  activities  by  the  Town  of  Deering.

MARCH  10,  1981

in  the  morning  March  10,  1981. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  en- 
suing year.  Total  ballots  cast  243.

At  7:30  p.m.  Moderator  George  F.  Wolf  opened  the  meeting  with 
a  Salute  to  the  Flag  followed  by  a  prayer.  Articles  2  through  24  were 
voted.  The  results  of  the  election  of  Town  Officers  and  School 
Officials  was  announced  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  2.  It  was  voted  to  accept  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers, 
Agents,  Committees  and  Auditors  for  the  year   1980. 

Article  3.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  following 
sums  of  money:  Town  Officers'  Salaries  $10,800;  Town  Officers 
Expenses  $16,000;  Election  and  Registration  $800;  Town  Buildings 
and  the  purchase  of  office  equipment  $10,500;  Social  Security  Pay- 
ments $4,800;  Insurance  $15,000;  Damages  and  Legal  Expenses 
$1,000;  Dog  Expenses  $400;  Dumps  and  Trash  Removal  $9,500; 
Vital  Statistics  $25;  Street  Lighting  $1,600;  Library  $35;  Town  Poor 
$15,000;  Old  Age  Assistance  $1,000;  Aid  to  Permanently  and  Totally 
Disabled  $1,000;  Cemetery  Care  $1,000;  Hillsboro  District  Nursing 
Association  $1,200;  Tax  Map  $500;  Communication  Dispatch  Center 
$1,600;  and  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  year  1981. 

Article  4.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  auction 
property  taken  by  Tax  Collector's  Deeds,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  RSA  80:42. 

Article  6.  It  was  voted  to  continue  membership  in  the  Central 
New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $601.  for  the  Town's  share  of  the  operating 
costs  of  said  Commission. 


Article  7.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
for  the  current  operating  expenses  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
sum  of  $400.  for  the  current  operating  expenses  of  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

Article  8.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$12,500.  for  the  PoHce  Department  and  the  sum  of  $200.  for  Civil 
Defense. 

Article  9.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250. 
for  the  support  of  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad  and  the  sum  of  $150. 
for  the  Weare  Rescue  Squad. 
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Article  10.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000.  to  continue  the  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  11.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  following 
sums  of  money  for  Highway  purposes:  (1)  Road  Maintenance 
$48,500;  (2)  General  Expenses  of  the  Highway  Department  $22,000; 
(3)  Road  Sealing  $9,000;  and  to  raise  by  State  Grant,  Highway  Sub- 
sidy, and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,122.28  to  be  used  for  the 
manitenance  of  Town  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  241:14 
as  amended,  and  to  further  raise  by  State  Grant,  Highway  Subsidy, 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,911.78  to  be  used  for  the  maintenance 
of  Town  Highways  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  241:15  as  amended. 

Article  12.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,209.21  to  secure  Town  Road  Aid  (State  share  $8,061.38). 

Article  13.  Negative  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $8,000.  for 
equipment  primarily  a  wood  chipper  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Article  14.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$9,500.  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Amendment  to  reduce  the  amount  of  Article  14  to  $6,500.  was 
defeated. 

Article  15.  It  was  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00) 
to  purchase  from  Nellie  McAlister,  pursuant  to  sales  agreement 
dated  March  3,  1981,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  located  in  Deering  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Second  New  Hampshire  Turnpike,  consisting 
of  one-fourth  (V4)  acre,  more  or  less,  upon  its  subdivision  from 
other  land  of  the  proposed  grantor,  to  be  used  as  a  facility  for  the 
Fire  Department. 

Article  16.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$12,000.  for  the  purchase  of  building  materials  for  a  fire  station  in 
West  Deering.  Ballot  vote:   103  Yes;  41  No. 

Article  17.  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.  for  the 
purchase  of  a  fire  truck  and  further  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000. 
for  the  purpose  of  outfitting  the  fire  trucks  that:  have  been  acquired 
for  the  Deering  Fire  Department  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  $10,000.  from  the  Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  these 
purposes.  Ballot  vote:   120  Yes;  21  No. 

Article  18.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,000.  for  the  Highway  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  19.  It  was  voted  to  appropriate  and  authorize  withdrawal 
from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for  use  as  setoffs  against 
budget    appropriations    in    the    amounts    indicated;    and,    further    to 
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authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  pro-rata  reductions  in  the  amounts 
if  estimated  entitlements  are  reduced.

Article  20.  Negative  vote  to  petition  the  Representatives  and 
Senators  who  represent  the  Town  in  the  General  Court  to  support 
in  the  current  session  of  the  General  Court,  the  concurrent  resolu- 
tion to  amend  the  State  Constitution  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in 
property  taxes  to  five  per  cent  and  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in 
spending  by  the  state  or  any  city,  town  or  other  governmental  unit 
of  the  state  to  five  per  cent. 

Article  21.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  accept  nad  expend  money  from  the  State,  Federal  or 
another  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  avail- 
able during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  set  forth 
in  RSA  31:95-b. 

Article  22.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
accept  or  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Town  any  Federal  or  State 
surplus  fire   or   highway  equipment. 

Article  23.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  trade, 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  surplus  Town  property. 

Article  24.  It  was  voted  that  this  Town  Meeting  instruct  Deer- 
ing's  representatives  in  the  New  Hampshire  House  and  Senate  to 
actively  support  and  vote  for  House  Bill  300,  relative  to  a  Beverage 
Container  Deposit  Law,  at  the   current  Legislative  session.
